The 
remark was called forth by a letter 
whidca the national chairman found in 
his mail, and the writer of which eulo- 
glized Hanna as the only man for the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and said:

By its terms 
the President should “appoint nine 
citizens, eminent in trade, political 
economy and banking, to act with the 
Comptroiler of tthe Currency,” as a 
commission of experts to offer recom- 
mendations for needed changes in ‘“‘our 
present inadequate banking and cur- 
rency system, and to repont its rec- 
ommendations to Congress.” This reso- 
lution, it is said, may be pressed dur- 
ing the coming session of Congress, 
especially in view of the-fact that 
considerable discussion has been en- 
gendered as to the currency legislation 
in the next Congress.

Another Irish Spy Gives 
Testimony, 


Sensation in the Examination of 
Edward J. lvory. 


Made Public. 


Claims to Have Documents 
om the Dynamite Faction in 

This Country to Which the Pris- 

oner Belonged. 


MY ASSOCIATED PRESS 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—(By Atlantic 
‘Cable.) During the examination today 
in Bow-street Police Court of Edward 
J. Ivory, alias Edward Bell, the Irish- 
American saloon-keeper of New York 
and alleged dynamiter, there was an 
exciting feature for the first time in the 
dreary proceedings against the © pris- 
oner. A witness who gave the name 
of Jones was examined. When he ap- 
peared in the box Ivory’s face showed 
consternation. Jones, it is understood, 
has been for years identified with the 
Clan-na-Gael and other Irish-Ameri- 
can organizations. The prosecution ex- 
pected Jones to unravel the secret story 
of the physical-force movement. 

Replying to the question of C. F. Gill, 
who prosecuted for the Treasury De- 
partment, Jones said he was a native 
of Armagh and was employed by the 
British government to make inquiries. 
In November, 1891, he entered the em- 
ploy of wholesale grocers in New York 
City and remained with them until 1895, 
when he opened a business of his own. 
Jones remained in New York until Sep- 
tember of the present year, all this 
time apparently making inquiries for 
the British government. He said that 
early in 1892 he met William Lyman, 
president of the Irish National Alli- 
ance, and Bowland in New York City 


and learned of the existence of the 
Irish Nationalists, an organization 
known among its members as the 


“United Irish,” or ““T.H.,”” whose execu- 
tive body was. Known by the letters 
WE 


Continuing, Jones said that on in- 
structions he joined the organization 
and was initidted into the “camp” 
known as the “Shamrock Club,” among 
those present being Lyman _ Boland, 
Gallagher, Kearney and Tynan. They 
afterward formed a new “camp” which 
was called the “Nally Club,” the mem- 
bership in which included Means and 


the explosion ‘in Dublin. 

Jones further stated that he was 
elected treasurer of: the “Nally Club,” 
whose meetings, it appears, were of a 
most secret description, the ‘‘district or- 
ders’ being burned after being read, 
and after initiation the members were 
Known by number. Part of thej|sub- 
sersptions,. the witness testified, were 
contributed to the revolutionary fund, 
and cails were made for money to pay 
for celebrations of the death of the 
“Manchester martyrs’ and to aid the 
convicted dynamiters. Jones said that 
while on the way to the Chicago con- 
vention in 1885, Kearny ifitroduced the 
prisoner, Ivory, to the witness as a 
“brother.” Tynan and O'Donovan 
Rossa were present, and Tynan _ said 
Ivory belonged to his “camp” and that 
APs known him in Dublin before 

Jones’s mention of the Chicago con- 
vention of 1895 refers to the “new move- 
ment convention,’’ which was attended 
by a number of confidents of Lyman, 
who, during the convention, i1t was 
Stated in court, held secret meetings 
with them. Later, it seems, Jones 
joined the camp under the name of 
Thomas Meric Jones. 

Continuing his account of his visit to 
Chicago, Jones said that he arrived 
there September 22, 1895, and was met 
at the railroad station by St. John 
Gaffney. He stayed at McCoy’s Hotel, 
where the committee of the secret or- 
ganization met. Ivory, Jones stated, 
attended the meeting at which names 
were chosen to be submitted to the pub- 
lic convention as officers in the “new 
movement,” the object being that the 
open movement might be controlled, as 
it is, according to Jones, by a secret. 
organization, In another portion of his 
' testimony, Jones said he saw Ivory at 
Cody’s saloon in New York, which was 
largely frequented by members of the 
organization, two or three weeks before 
Ivory left America. Jones tnen pro- 


| duced a document purporting to give 


the constitution of the society of 1895, 
also type copies of the constitution and 
ritual of the Clan-na-Gael. Jones said 
that any one convicted of a dynamite 
outrage was described in tne proceed- 
ings of the organization as a “soldier

Ivory’s counsel thereupon said:

To this question Jones replied: ‘Yes,

“Yes,” replied Jones in a weak Voice. 

This incident caused the deepest tm- 
pression upon all present in the court- 
room, 

Among the mass of documents pro- 
duced was a copy of the report of the 
secret convention at Chicago in 1895, 
in which an ttem of the expenditure 
was $3500 for “merchandise,” which 
Jones explained meart dynamite. The 
cross-examination of Jones did not 
shake his evidence, but counsel for 
Ivory submitted that it was not a case 
to go to trial. The magistrate, how- 
ever, emphatically declared there were 
“ample grounds” to send to trial, and 
Ivory was formally committed. 

NEW YORKERS STARTLED. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—The news of 
the production. of an. tnformer the 
Ivory case in London created quite a 
sensation, and was productive of con- 
siderable comment in Irish circies in 
this city. Diligent inquiries among 
prominent Irish Nationalists by a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press 
- failed to establish the identity of more 
than one man named Jones wno ever 
had any connection with Imsh matters 
in this city. This man’s name is Thomas 
M. Jones, who was a memner of the 
Shamrock Club, and also 
secretaries of the Amnesty Association. 

The Shamrock Club, like all other 
clubs belonging to the Irish National 
Alliance, hold meetings open to the 
public, at which debates of a literary 
character frequently take place. Among 
members of the club it was 1earned on 
good authority, are to be found the 
names of very prominent Irishmen in 
this city, some of whom hold respon- 
sible State and Federal offices. 

Jones held several positions in this 
city, but some time ago he started in 
the stationery business at No. 62 Am- 
sterdam avenue, where he lived. He 
was frequently heard advocating wild 
schemes and claimed to be a very ad- 
vanced “physical force’’ man. In this 
city he was recognized by several men 
as a North-of-Ireland Irishman, but as 
the alliance was non-sectarian in its 
principles, Jones’s religion was no bar 
to his becoming a member. The last 
heard of him in this city was about ten 
weeks ago, @When he left here, telling 
his friends he was going to Ireland to 
secure some property which had been 
left to him through the death of a 
relative. 

William Lyman, president of the 
Irish National Alliance, could not be 
seen today, and it was said at his resi- 
dence that he was out of the city, 

Cc. O. C. McLaughlin, secretary of the 
Irish National Alliance, when asked 
what he knew of Jones, replied: 

“IT have known Thomas M. Jones 
about three years. He was a member of 
the Alliance and also of the Amnesty 
Association. I believe he was also a 
member of the Nally Club, which also 
belongs to the Alliance: but I think 
the cabled report has confounded the 
National Alliance with the United 
Irishmen. The books of the Alliance 
are open to the public, and the Eng- 
lish government can send its repre- 
sentatives to examine them if it wishes 
to do so. The platform and principles 
of the Alliance, which were adopted at 
the Chicago convention iast year, have 
been published and there is no secrecy 
whatever in the organization. Jones fre- 
quently asked me to publish some ar- 
ticles which he had written for the 
Irish Republic, but they were too wild 
and I thought them too idiotic in char- 
acter for a paper representing the Al- 
liance. I threw his stuff into the waste- 
basket, and I am sorry now I am not 
able to show a specimen. ; 

“Whether Jones is a friend of Tynan 
or Kearney I do not know, but I am 
satisfied that if he knows anything of 
a so-called dynamite plot, the whole 
thing must have originated in his 
brain. According to the cable reports, 
he says himself that he has been em- 
ployed by the English authorities since 
1890, and to my mind it is very evi- 
dent that he is delivering ‘gold bricks’ 
to the Scotland Yard people in return 
for a fat remuneration. This trumped- 
up evidence. is another part of the old. 
worn-out scheme of Scotland Yard 
when its sleuths want to secure the 
conviction of any Irishman who may 
be unfortunate enough to fall in their 
hands.” 

ST. JOHN IS MAD. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—St. John Gaff- 
ney, Whose name was mentioned by 
Jones in his evidence today, called at 
the office of the Associated Press to- 
night and was very indignant at the 
mention of his name by the informer. 
Gaffney said: 

“TI went to Chicago in company with 
Mr. Boland, and if I met Jones at the 
depot I was not aware of it, as there 
were more than a thousand pecmple 
there at that time. I never met Jones 
in -my life.’ 

Continuing, Gaffnéy said “I knew the 
late John P. Boland referred to by 
the British sny in his testimony to- 
day. Mr. Boland was. an. art -critic 
of recognized ability. I was his attor- 
ney. f-attended the Chieago eonven- 
tion at his invitation.

ANOTHER CAMPBELL ROMANCE. 


The Kidnaped Millionaire Finds a 
Long-lost Brother. ° 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

FORT SCOTT (Kan.,) Nov. 13.—James 
Campbel, the Sandwich Island million- 
aire sugar-grower, who was kidnaped 
a few months ago at San Francisco 
and held for $50,000 ransom, is expected 
here soon to visit his brother, / George 
Campbell. They have not met since 
they separated in Londonderry, Ireland, 
forty-seven years ago. Each was lost 
to the other until they were recently 
reunited by means of the kidnapping 


from San Francisco. 


George Campbell is one of the wealth- 
iest stockmen in this county, and lives 
on his big ranch twenty-five miles west 
of here. A few days after the kidnap- 
ping the ranchman read the details of 
the affair and wrote to the Sandwich 
Island man. Three months passed and 
no answer came, and the ranchman 
-had about decided to abandon the idea 
of his relationship to the | millionaire 
when one day a_ roughly-dressed 
stranger who professed to be travers- 
ing the continent on foot stopped at his 
house. Campbell afterward recalled 
that the man wore laundered cuffs and 
silk hose under his apparently travel- 
stained clothes, Later it was developed 
that the visitor was a detective from 
San Francisco. 

Two weeks later Campbell received a 
letter from the sugar millionaire, and 
further correspondence has resulted in 
arrangements for the two brothers to 


meet at the ranchman’s home here 
soon. 


RISES TO EXPLAIN. 


THE BRITISH FOREIGN OFFICE SN 
THE VEsEZUELAN AFFAIR. 


Precise Nature of the Arrangements 
Made—No Settlers Who Would 
Profit by the Fifty-year Limit— 
The Terms of the Settlement 
Cause Misgivings in Germany. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The following semi-official state- 
ment on the Venezuelan question was 
issued this evening: 

“Misapprehension appears to exist 
as to the nature of the arrangements 
reached between the United States, 
Great Britain and Venezuela. Having 
preferred to Jeave negotiations in the 
hands of the United States, Great 
Britain agreed with the United States 
on the conditions of arbitration. The 
actual treaty for this purpose will be 
concluded between Great Britain and 
Venezuela, but a previous agreement, 
outlining the treaty’s main provisions, 
has already been made between Great 
Britain and the United States, and 
removes ‘the prospect of any dispute 
between Venezuela and Great Britain 
with regard to the terms of the treaty. 
‘The decision of thei arbitration court 
is not expected under twelve months.” 

Anent the terms of years mentioned 
in the agreement, it is admitted here 
that there are practically no settlers on 
the disputed line who have been there 
over a decade. . 

VENEZUELA APPARENTLY SAT- 
ISFIED.. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—A Herald 
special from Caracas, Venezuela, says: 

“Details of the proposed settlement 
of the boundary dispute between ‘Vene- 
zuela and Great’ Britain through 
the friendly intervention of the United 
States government have reached this 


isfaction. After careful inquiry among 
the leading officials it, appears that 
the Venezuelan government is disposed 
to settle the question on the lines in- 
dicated in the agreement between the 
United States and Great Britain with- 
out haggling over minor points. The 
agreement that title shall be deter- 
mined on the occupancy of territory 
for fifty years is regarded by promi- 
nent Venezuelans as a happy solution 
of the question. Some demagogues 
may oppose it, but the people at 
large will offer no opposition to this 
basis of settlement. 

“Minister Andrade, who represents 
Venezuela at Washington, has com- 
municated the details of the agree- 
ment to his government and asked 
President Crespo’s Cabinet whether it 
will agree to the settlement of the 
basis of occupancy for fifty years. 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Rojas is 
unusually reticent in regard to the 
affair, but it is believed the govern- 
ment is well pleased with the prospect 
settlement of the boundary

UNNECESSARILY EXCITED. 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—The Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Times wires his pa- 
per as follows: “The Venezuelan set- 
tlement has apparently caused mis- 
givings in Germany. The views of 
the Foreign Office seem to find expres- 
sion in an article from the Kolnische 
Zeitung, which is reproduced with ap- 
proval by the Nord Deutsche All- 
gemeine Zeitung, the official organ. 
This article asserts that England first 
allowed herself to. be bullied by the

THE PROHIBITION PARTY SPLIT ON

Despite False Lights the People are 
Forging to the Front—Good Re- 
sults Achieved During the 

‘Past Year.

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 13—The twenty- 
third annual convention of the National 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
opened today with greater attendance 
than any previously held. At least five 
hundred accredited delegates were 
present, and as many more visitors 
from every portion of the country. 
Among the distinguished workers in 
philanthropic fields in attendance were 
Miss Agnes E. Hock of Engiand, secre- 
tary of the World’s W-C.T.U.; Miss 
Maud Booth of the American Volun- 
teers, Mrs. Gwyneth Vaughan of 
Wales, Miss Rebecca Krikorian of Ar- 
Menia, and Rev. F. D. Greene, secre- 
tary of the Armenian Relief Committee 
of New York. Three sessions a day for 
five days will be held. 

Miss Frances E. Wiilard, national 
president, called the gathering to order. 
She was received with a salute of wav- 
ing handkerchiefs. The exercises began 
with the reading responsively of the 
crusade Psalm, the 146th. 

Mrs. Henrietta L. Monroe, president 
of the W.C.T.U. of Ohio, offered a 
prayer, the delegates standing. After 
the singing of the crusade hymn, “Give 
to the winds thy fears,’’ the roll of of- 
ficial members was called. 

he report of the Executive Commit- 
tee was made, saying it ‘had been de- 
cided to make March 20, the birthday 
ve Gen. Neal Dow, Prohibition rally 
av. 

Miss Willard said her annual address 
was partly prepared when the call 
came to work for the Armenian refu- 
gees at Marseilles.

The speaker said that prohibition in 
politics has been, is now, and is to be 


embodied to protect the home against.

OVER SEVENTY-TWO PER CENT. OF 
SEAMEN ARE CITIZENS. 


More Than Eighty-two Per Cent. of 
Apprentice Boys are Native 
Born—Facts from the Annual Re- 
port of Admiral Ramsay.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—More than 
72 per cent. of the enlisted men of 
our navy are now American citizens, 
and more than 82 per cent. of the ap- 
prentice boys are. American born, ac- 
cording to the statement of Admiral 
Ramsay, chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation in his annual report. During 
the year 895 men and 146 apprentices 
deserted, by far the greatest number 
ef desertions being at home ports. 

The record for long-distance cruis- 
ing is now carried by the old-time 
cruiser Essex, which sailed 16,903 miles 
during the year. The Newark came 
next with 14,765 miles to her credit, 
and singularly enough the third place 
is held by the Monterey; never- de- 
signed as a cruising vessel, which 
steamed 13,195 miles.

SHE WILL PASS. — 


‘Battleship Iowan Exceeds Require- 
ments on Her First Trial. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 13.—The big 
sea-going battleship Iowa returned this 
evening from her builders’ trial trip off. 
the Delaware capes. The trial was es- 
sentially an engineers’ trial, to give the 
ship’s builders an idea of the powers 
of the engines and the way in which 
they worked, and the speed developed 
was a secondary consideration of the 
trip. Nevertheless, on, a two-hours’ 
burst of speed the ship averaged 16.27 
knots at the 112 revolutions of the 
screws. This is .27 more than the 
contract speed of the vessel calls for, 
and that the Iowa is capable of 
better time than this was shown when 
she was occasionally spurted up to the 
17-knot mark. 

The run was made this morning un- 
der forced draught, but with ordinary 
coal, and half the distance was in the 
face of the rising northwest gale and 
quite a heavy sea.

by Paul Jones and Decatur and Bain- 
bridge and McDonough and Perry and 
Hall and the other gallant tars who 
made famous the name of the Ameri- 
can sailor in the eariy history of our 
country. 
. “Our navy began its career in glory, 
and it hes never yet missed an op- 
portunity of adding to its reputation. 
No more splendid pages will ever be 
written than those which record the 
deeds of the Confederate and. Union 
navies, of Buchanan and Semms, Wins- 
low and Cushing and Porter and Far- 
ragut. Consider for a moment, the 
services to the cause of the Union that 
were rendered by the navy during the 
civil war. Consider, too, the brave 
enemies it’ encountered, and that it 
lost during the struggle about thirty

“The navy of the Union blockaded 
the whole coast of the Confederacy, 
prevented the importation of supplies

RED UNIFORMS IN WAR. 


British Investigators Claim That 
They Are Not Specially Dangeroas. 


(Pittsburgh Dispatch:) The acarlet 
uniform of the British infantry has 
been greatly criticised in recent years, 
chiefly on the ground that it exposes 
the men to needless danger by disclos- 
ing their whereabouts to the enemy. 
The objection taken to the scarlet, how- 
ever, is groundless, and scientific rea- 
sons are given why the prevailing color 
is for all purposes the most suitable 
that could be secured. 

In the first place, scariet affords the 
best attainable protection against the 
extremes of. heat and cold to which 
soldiers are liable to be exposed. The 
darker the color protecting a warm 
body the more rapidly radiation pro- 
ceeds. White would be the best color 
to re@uce radiation to a minimum, but 
white is barred by other comeidera- 
tions, as are also the grays. Scarlet or 
red comes midway between white and 
black or other dark colors, while with 
reference to protection from the sun

DEFENSIVE WORKS. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says that, 
while the navy is being place on a war 
feoting, in anticipation of possible 
trouble with Spain, growing out of the 
Cuban rebellion, the army is equally ac- 
tive in its warlike preparations, es- 
pecially along the South Atlantic éoast. 

Gen. Craighill, chief of engineers of 
the army, has just returned from a 
hurried inspection of the fortifications 
now in course of construction at Gal- 
vesion, Tex.; Fort San Philip on the 
Mississippi River below New. Orleans; 
Mobile, Ala.; Pensacola, Key West and 
further inland. These works of coast- 
wise defense have been auietly but 
rapidly pushed toward completion and 
Gen. Craighill has reported to the Sec- 
retary of War that ali or nearly all of 
them will be ready fer occupancy by 
December 15. 

Gen. Craighill would not say that the 
work on these fortifications and the 
orders for their immediate completion 
had any bearing upon the Cuban ques- 
tion, but he placed a significant em- 
phasis upon the remark that “just now, 
we are exerting all the energy of the 
engineer corps in the work upon these 
fortifications,” 

At the last session of Congresss an 
appropriation of $5,000,000 was provided 
for immediate expenditure upon the 
coast defenses from Maine to Texas, 
besides as much more for contracts,

SOME QUESTIONS ANSWERED.

A correspondent, writing 
pounds the following questions: 

“1. What State officers constitute 
the State Board of Canvassers in this 
State? 

“2. Does this board canvass the 
votes for Congressmen? | 

“3. At what date do they canvass 
the votes cast for electors? 

“4. When do these electors meet at 
Sacramento and cast their votes for 
President and Vice-President? Is their 
ballot a secret ballot? 

“5. Are these electors machines; or, 
in other words, could the nine electors 
chosen on the McKinley ticket legally 
cast their votes for any candidate but 
McKinley? . 

“6. If the answer to the fifth be yes, 
what prevents our being fearfully sold 
at some time? Suppose the case be like 
this: The result of the election is known, 
of course, in all the different States; 
with all of California’s nine electors, 
McKinley has, let us say, 224 electoral 
votes. Now, if anythiig should induce 
one of these to change his mind and 
vote for Bryan, then Bryan would be 
elected, and we would not know which 
one of the nine had sold out. Would 
there be any. legal remedy?

(1.), California has no “State Board 
of Canvassers” under the present law. 
The returns for each county, as offi- 
cially canvassed by the Board of Super: 
visors, are transmitted to the Secretary 
of State, whose duty it is to “compile 
and estimate the yote”’ as shown by the 
official returns from each county. The 
Secretary of State is required to “make. 
out and file in his office a statement 
thereof and transmit a copy of such 
statement to the Governor.” It be- 
comes the duty of the Governor, upon 
receipt of sueh copy, to “issue com- 
missions to the persons who from it 
appear to have received the highest 
number of votes for offices, except that 
of.Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, 
to be filled at such election.” The offi- 
cial returns for Governor and Lieuten- 
ant-Governor are transmitted to the 
Speaker of the Assembly and by him 
“opened, canvassed and the result de- 
clared”’ in the presence of both houses. 

(2.) The votes for Congressmen are 
canvassed in the same manner as those 
for officers other than Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

(3.) The Secretary of State is re- 
quired to “compare and estimate the 
votes given for electors, and certify to 
the Governor the names of the proper 
number of persons having the highest 
number of votes’’ on the last Monday 
in the month of the election, or as 
soon as the returns have been received 
from all the counties in the State, if 
received before that time. 

(4.) The electors meet at Sacra- 
mento on the second Monday in Janu- 
ary next following their election, at 2 
o’clock in the afternoon. The law 
merely provides that “the electors, 
when convened, must vote by ballot

OUT OF JAIL.

Great Feeling Wrought Up Over the 
Conspiracy Against Zelaya. 

MY A IATED PRESS WIRE. 
NEW York, Nov. 13.—A special to 
the Herald from Panama, Colombia, 
says that a correspondent in Nicaragua 
reports that the political horizon there 
is still dark, and that great feeling 
has been wrought up by the conspiracy 
there to overthrow President Zelaya.

A WEAK CRAFT. 


Disclosures Following an Inquiry 
into the Texas Mishap. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The in- 
quiry proceeding at the New York 
navy-yard behind closed doors into cir- 
cumstances under which the Texas 
sank at her dock recently, it is re- 
ported here, has broyght to light fur- 
ther startling structural weakness in 
the ship. It was noted here with sur- 
prisé that the telegraphic reports of 
the sinking of the Texas showed one 
engine-room was filled through the 
water-tight doors ‘closing it off from 
the adjoining engine-room. This led to 
an investigation. It has been found’ 
that the bulkheads separating the ship 
into supposedly water-tight compart- 
ments are so light that they were 
Sprung under the pressure of the wa- 
ter and caused great leaks. 

Although the magazine was separated 
from the engine-rooms by a contin- 
uous bulkhead without a door open- 
ing, it was soon filled with water which 
ran around the edges and through the 
seams of the metal. A naval expert 
is authority for the statement that 
if the Texas’s sea-valve had broken 
out at sea, the vessel would surely 
have foundered, owing to the failure 
of the bulkheads and doors. 


Good Generalship. 


(New York Tribune:) The triumph- 
ant election of McKinley was due toa 
grand uprising of the people. Hon- 
esty and obedience to law were is- 
sues which stirred the higher im- 
pulses of the mass of citizens - and 
turned what might have been bodies 
of partisans into an army of patriots.

THE NORNA. 


CRUISE OF THE SNOW-WHITE SCHOONER-YACHT AROUND 
THE WORLD. 


Outline of Her Remarkable Voyage—How She is Equipped, Whom She 
Carries, Where She Will Go and What She Will Do—Her 
Voyage Will Be Written for the Los 


Angeles Times. 


Before the Start. 
(From the New York Sun.) 

Passengers on the Pavonia and Hobo- 
ken fernies yesterday noticed a trim- 
looking schooner yacht anchored in the 
Hudson close to the Hoboken shore off 
the foot of West Thirty-fourth street. 
The boat, which is the schooner yacht 
Norna, is about to start on a cruise 
around the world. She is going to visit 
all sorts of out-of-the-way places, and 
her crew, that is, the intellectual por- 
tion of it, will write their experiences. 
Incidentally they are going to try and 
secure photographs, curios, arms and 
the costumes of the various tribes and 
peoples they encounter. 

The Norna, though built in 1879, was 
almost entirely rebuilt for this cruise, 
and is very well suited for the purpose. 
She is a keel boat, 115 feet long, 23 feet 
6 inches beam, draws 14 feet 4 inches 
and measures about 100 tons. She was 
designed by A. Cary Smith, and is a 
fine sea boat, ithough apparently over- 
sparred for her long voyage. The yacht 


will probably sail on Wednesday, and’ 


will touch at Baltimore, Norfolk, 
Charleston and Jacksonville, when the 
cruise proper will actually commence. 
From Jacksonville the Norna will go to 
the Bermudas and Azores, thence to 
Cadiz and Tangier. She will then go 
through. the Straits of Gibraltar to the 
Mediterranean, touching at the Balea- 
ric Islands, Corsica and Sardinia. The 
Adriatic Sea will next be visited, and 
then the Norna will cruise around the 
coast of Greece to the Aegean Sea, Tur- 
key, the Bosporus, the Black Sea, 
Southern Russia, Asia Minor, Egypt, 
Tunis, Algeria, the North Sea, Den- 
mark, ‘Norway, Iceland, Ireland, the 
north coast of Spain, Africa, the Cape 
of Good Hope, Madagascar, the Indian 
Ocean, the Gulf of Aden, the Arabian 
Sea, Ceylon, Sumaitra, Java, Australia, 
the South Sea Islands, China, Japan 
and about every other place on the hab- 
itable globe. 

The Norna, in addition to her crew of 
sixteen men, will carry Harry P. Taber 
of Buffalo, N. J. Weaver, Dr. T. A. 
Worrall, A. H. Danforth, Jr., and a 
photographer. Two rapid-fire Hotch- 
kiss guns anda  ~plentiful supply of 
rifles will also be carried in her stores 
in case of need.

The Norna will depart tomorrow or 
possibly the next day. She will leave 
this scene where now she rides at an- 
chor with seething New York upon the 
one hand, while on the other are those 
rugged Jersey hills which become the 
lofty Palisades further north. Up here 
Hendrik Hudson sailed—perhnaps 
right over the Norna’s berth—when 
this was a land of wonder and of prom- 
ise.

Briefly 
stated, the general intention is to skirt 
the United States coast, touching at 
Baltimore, Charleston and Jacksonville, 
thence going to the Bermudas, the 
Azores, to Spain god up the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, following its arms and the 
indentations of the northern coast,

‘ The Black Sea and the Sea of Azov 
will be penetrated to the Caucasus, and 
voyages will be made up the rivers 
which flow south from the Russian ter- 
ritory, including the Dnieper and Don, 
and the explorers will try to enter the 
great salt lakes of that region.

Some of the Provisions are Distaste- 
ful to the Politicians. 


Although the special election on char- 
ter revision is two months distant, ac- 
tive opposition to some of the proposed 
amendments is» already manifesting 
itself. Most of this opposition comes 
from chronic office-seekers and profes- 
sional ‘politicians. The gentry com- 
monly designated “the push’ do not 
relish ‘the prospect of any change in the 
city charter that will keep them from 
the public crib and decrease the oppor- 
tunities for boodling. 

The latest official bulletin of the 
League for Better City Government an- rest for Failure to Report a Case 
the raised to of Contagious Disease and Voices 
the new charter, as {follows: 

“The series of amendments to the ee erent. - 
city charter which the league will try 
to have adopted by the voters and by 
the Legislature will be submitted to the 
voters sometime early in January, and 
the prospect of their carrying is fairly 
good. They will meet with determined 
opposition, however, from several 
sources, and the reform is not to be ac- 
complished without a vigorous  cam- 
paign. The charter work will not be 
actively undertaken until the municipal 
election is out of the way. 

“The chief opposition to the new 
charter will come from the professional 
‘political workers, confirmed office-seek- 
ers and office-holders. The civil-service 
plan, which forms an important feature 
of the new charter, is really the basis 
of the opposition, although it will be di- 
rected against other clauses of the doc- 
ument. For example, a great hue-and- 
cry has been raised against an alleged 
provision in the charter that all the 
city’s employés must wear uniform. 
This is a matter which is left in the 
hands of the Council, and can, and will, 
be arranged so as to work no hardship 
on anybody. The police and fire de- 
partments are already uniformed, and 
in many cities the street department is 
uniformed with the result that men 
work more faithfully, and a better and 
more permanent class of employés are 
secured. If it is no dishonor for po- 
licemen and firemen to wear uniforms, 
why should it be for the street depart- 
ment, the park employés (as is the cus- 
tom in all eastern cities) and other de-

AN IRATE LADY DOCTOR. 


SHE TELLS WHAT SHE THINKS OF 
THE HEALTH OFFICER. 


Rebecca Lee Dorsey Resents am Ar- 


For about ten minutes. yesterday the 
health office in the City Hall was the 
scene of some very lurid verbal pyro- 
technics, perpetrated by Rebecca Lee 
Dorsey, a feminine medical practitioner, 
well Known in this city as a regular 
practicing physician. 

Miss Dorsey had a case of scarlet 
fever on her hands the other day and 
neglected to inform the Health Officer 
of the fact. ‘The law requires that such 
notification must be given and  pre- 
scribes the penalty for failure to do so. 
The Health Officer has récently begun 
what he terms a crusade against doc- 
tors who do not observe this rule, and 
Miss Dorsey was one of those who 
chanced to fall into the clutches of In- 
spector Hinkle, whose duty it is to see 
that physicians toe the mark of this 
particular rule. 

Miss Dorsey was served with a copy 
of the complaint in her case, and to 
say that she was indignant at being 
treated thus is to state the case mildly. 
She was wrathful. and disposed to 
wreak vengeance on the heads of those 
who, as she supposed, were responsible 
for the complaint. 

Proceeding to the health office, she 
discovered there the clerk, Inspector 
Hinkle, Crane dnd divers others. To 
these she expressed her opinion of the 
entire health department. The opinion 
was not at all complimentary. To 
Hinkle she said: “If I could only. be 
locked with you in a room for about 
ten minutes, I'd pound you into a 
jelly!” 

The excitement in the office reached 
such a stage that a dozen or more city 
Hall rounders were drawn to the place, 
and for a time the corridors in the vi- 
cinity of the office swarmed with in- 
terested spectators. When the incident 
closed, fear sat upon the faces of the 
hapless health folks, but at the hour

THROUGH SOUTIC AFRIGA. 


THE GREAT RAILWAY QUESTION IN 
THE TRANSVAAL, 


Shonld Diamonds and Brandy Be 
Taxcdt—Interview with the Re- 
form Prisoners — Indignation 
Against England—The Republic 
Almost Inclined to Go to War. 


(Correspondence of The Times from the Na- 
tional Press Agency Special Commissioner.) 


NO. TIL 
JOHANNESBURG, Sept. 24, 1896.— 
The railway race to the Transvaal is 
just now one of the excitements 6f 
South Africa. It is quite true that 
there are no bursts of speed up to 
seventy or eighty miles an hour, as on 
the London and Northwestern and 
the Great Northern in their endeavors 
to secure the Scotch traffic, but there is, 
nevertheless, a constant going on which 
is fraught with very important conse- 
quences both to Natal and the Capé 
Colony. The governments of both 
colonies are big railway owners. Theit 


revenues are drawn to a considerable 
extent from 


railway traffic. This is 
particularly the case with Cape Colony. 
Public debt has been incurred to con- 
struct the railways, and should. the 
traffic not be maintained some new 
sources of taxation must be found in 
order to keep the government account 
properly balanced. The bitterness of 
the jealousy that exists between Cape 
Colony and Natal can only be vaguely 
appreciated by those outside of South 
Africa. The fiscal policy pursued by 
each has been a 


FRUITFUL SOURCE OF SORENESS 


in the past, but there is no question 
that-has-caused- more—trouble between 
them than the railway question. A 
large share of the railway returns of 
both colonies comes from the Trans- 
vaal traffic, and British residents in 
the republic declare that the states- 
manship of Natal, and particularly of 
the Cape, is directed toward securing 
a share of this traffic at all costs. It is 
not a pleasant position for the Cape 
government to find itself dependent 
for its financial prosperity on the good- 
will of the government of the South 
African Republic. Yet this is undoubt- 
edly the case at present, and the re- 
public is well aware of the fact and 
makes good use of its advantageous 
position as 

THE PURSE-BEARER OF SOUTH 

AFRICA. 

While in Capt Town I entered very 
fully into the railway question with 
the leading men there, and endeavored 
to find out what their policy is likely 
to be should the railway returns fail 
them. That these are likely to fail to 
a large extent is argued from the ten- 
dency that exists in official quarters in 
the republic, and also among trades to 
bring their heavy goods traffic via 
Delagoa Bay and Natal... Though 
Cape Town is the nearest South Afri-. 
can port of call for steamers coming 
from Europe via the west coast of 
Africa, yet it is over a thousand miles 
from Johannesburg, while Delagoa Bay 
and Durban are under four hundred 
respectively. 


Cape Town, and in the case of Delagoa 
Bay this is further enhanced by the 
fact that the railway line is largely 
owned by the South African republic. 
which has also the right at any time 
to purchase the line up to the Portu- 
guese border... The present owners of 
this line—the Netherlands Railway 
Company—are about the best hated 
corporation in South Africa. They are 
endeavoring now to méét the fieeds of 
the mining industry, but hithérto they 
have entirely failed to grasp the enor- 
mous_ responsibility which has rested 
upon them. 
BAD SERVICES OF TRAINS, 
constant accidents, high rates for 
goods, these are some of the complaints 
made against the company, which pays 
enormous dividends and handed over 
last year to the government a sum of 
over £300,000, as being 85 per cent. of 
its net profits, after paying a reason- 
able dividend on the capital invested. 
This is not bad for the government, 
but that it is bad for the public may 
be gathered from the fact that the in- 
come from the few miles of line along 
the Rand pays the entire working ex- 
penses of the whole railway service of 
the Netherlands lines. in the republic. 
The Cape Colony and Natal have to 
fight against this combination of cir- 
cumstances, and then to fight one an~ 
other for the crumbs that fall from the 
table of the republic and its railway 
monopolists. It is freely declared by 
British residents here that the Cape 
government has truckled most ab- 
jectly to the Transvaal for its patron- 
age, 
strong denunciations of the Cape min- 
istry, who are roundly accused of be- 
ing the merest puppets in the hands 
of the republic. So far has this feel- 
ing grown that it is the intention of 
the’ South African League, which has 
been formed to promote. British inter- 
ests all over the country, to do its best 
to oust at the next elections such men 
as Sir Gordon Sprigg, Sir James Sive- 
wright and other Cape ministers and 
politicians who are popularly said to 
have 
SOLD THEMSELVES TO THE 
BOERS. 

Whether this abject truckling has 
taken place or not, others must decide. - 
The charge is freely made by the op- 
ponents of the Cape Ministry. On the 
other hand, it is asserted by the min- 
isters that their endeavors to treat 
Boer and Britisher with fair play have 
laid them open to attacks from both. 
They say that if you speak a word on 
behalf of the Boer you are ut once de- 
nounced as an enemy of Great ritain 
by a section of people who deny to the 
Boer any good qualities, and see mis 
chief in all his actions. They have 
however, to complain that if they have 
tried to placate the Transvaal, their 
policy has not been successful. They 
send goods cheaply to the Vaal liver,

SOUTH AFRICA. 

I believe there are more papers pub- 
lished in London, dealing chiefly with 
South African matters, than are issued 
there in the interests of all the other 
British possessions put together, with 
America thrown in. This is a very sig- 
nificant fact, but. it does not stand 
atone. New lines of steamers from 
France and Germany are now run- 
ning to South African ports. Australia 
and South and North America are aiso 
joining in the race to this country, 
while new ‘vessels are the order of the 
day with the Castle Line, and the 
other big lines trading to South African 
_perts from the United Kingdom. Sir 
Donald Currie’s steamers are now as 
weil equipped as the big American 
liners, and equipment of this character 
is only possible where ‘there is a huge 
volume of traffic. The trip to South 
Africa is becoming 

MORE AND MORE THE VOGUE, 
so that the Cape railways seem well 
assured of a mail and passenger traffic 
that should be very remunerative. 
Wihen investors are told that Cape se- 
curities are much above tneir value, 
and that there will be a big fall when ' 
‘tthe railway traffic dwindles away, I do 
not assert that there is notning in the 
statement—undoubtedly there 1s some 
danger—but I do not look upon it as 
half so serious as some folk wou!d 
make it out. An arrangement has just 
been entered into by which the Orange 
‘Free State takes over all tnat part of~ 
the Cape Railway which runs tnrough 
its territory. The Free State being on 
the direct road to the Transvaal, it was 
necessary to run the line througn that 
country.: The Cape government made 
the line, equipped it and‘ran it, the 
Free State having the option or pur- 
chase after a certain period.

In time of danger the Boers of 
the Transvaal loek to their pretnhren of 
the Free State for aid, and it will not 
do to antagonize the latter by a hostile 
railway policy. The Free State must- 
make its line pay, and this it cannot 
do if the Transvaal places tne same re- 
Strictions on traffic that are at present 
in existence. From this I argue that 
the new conditions are 
MOST FAVORABLE TO THE CAPE 
GOVERNMENT, .” 
for the Free State will make better 
terms with the Republic than tthe Cape 
people have done, and everything that 
facilitates the traffic aids tthe colony.

How this may be I cannot of ccurse 
say, but the contention of the Nether- 
lands Railway is that their charges, 
added to the Gape charges, only brin 
the total up to the cost of the Nata 
or Delagoa Bay routes. If this is 
really so, the Cape has no case, But 
then should Natal, the Free State and 
the Transvaal lines makes a pool, the 
Cape will still have a good pull on 
light traffic.

Wide Tires and Good Roads. : 
‘It is encouraging to note that farm- 
ers in this State are beginning to take 
considerable interest in legislative mat- 
ters. There are a number of laws that 
are badly—needed by the farmers of 
California. Among others are laws 
which will provide for good roads, and 
thus save the farmers a vast amount 
of money now needlessly expended for 
hauling loads over poor dirt roads. 
In connection with this subject, it 
has teen suggested that a State law re- 
quiring the use of wide tires on wheels 
is badly needed. Should the regulation 
of the width of tires be left to the 
various boards of supervisors, there 
willl be no uniformity, and in some 
cases no action will be taken at all. 
For this reason it is believed by those 
who have looked into the matter that 
the only practicable method is for the 
State Legislature to pass a law pro- 
. viding. for the use of wide tires on all 
vehicles, such as prevails in France 
and other European countries. It is 
suggested that in the case of buggies 
no tires should be narrower than two 
inches. | 
_ Such.@ regulation as this would do 
much: to keep the roads from being 
torn up and destroyed. 


The Farmers’ Credit. 
‘In-an interesting article on the condi- 
tion of the farming classes, the Ameri- 
ean Agriculturist declares that the pes- 
simists, the ignofant and the calamity- 
shouters who are fond of prating about 
the poverty of the farming community, 
and some agricultural journals not con- 
versant with the facts who have as- 
sisted in spreading the idea, have done 
their utmost to destroy the farmers’ 
credit. The journal referred to says 
that, as a matter of fact, while many 
farmers have been in distress, yet, tak- 
ing the farming people as a whole, it 
is safe to say that the farmers have 
passed through the years of depression 
better than any other body in the coun- 
try. Today, it says, farmers owe less 
than those'in any other business. Some 
mortgage companies have failed that 
did an extensive business, especially in 
the semi-arid regions, where agricul- 
ture is'yet in an experimental stage, 
but the records of well-managed con- 
cerns in this line of business, in the 
Central West and Northwest, show that 
armers’ interests is . being promptly 
et, and the principal of many mort- 
gages reduced or paid in full. The 
number of farms owned free of debt in 
the South shows remarkable gains.. In 
the Middle and Eastern States farmers 
have maintained their good credit in 
the face of keen western competition. 
Contrast this, it adds, with the record 
of failures among merchants, manufac- 
turers and railroads. The 161 railroads 
that have gone into receivers’ hands 
in the last three and a half years were 
mortgaged on the farms in the United 
‘States. Probably the actual loss on in- 
vestments in railroad mortgages in the 
past six years has exceeded the amount 
of all the farm mortgages in the coun- 
try. The judgment of the journal men- 
tioned is that, taking the country as a 
whole, 95 per cent. of the loans:on 
farms during the past twenty-five years 
have either been paid in full or are to- 
day worth 100 cents on the dollar. 

The journal quoted declares its be- 
lief that it is its duty to make these 
truthsplain to the masses in other occu- 
pations. It suggests that Instead of 
pushing collections among farmers, in- 
stead of calling in loans, instead of 
marking up interest rates, political, in- 
dustrial and social conditions justify a 
liberal financial policy with all engaged 
in agriculture, and that the indications 
are that in ‘the early future tne new 
beet-sugar industry will offer a most at- 
tractive field for.the investment of the 
people’s savings, yielding a fair divi- 
dend on capital, besides (what is more 
important to general prosperity) dis- 
tributing among our farmers and labor- 
ers the $100,000,090 now sent abroad an- 
nually for imported sugar. Its heart, 
it declares, is stirred with sympathy for 
such farmers as are réally afflicted, but 
jt says that their ills are not to be 
cured by lying about other farmers or 
by loudly declaring that all farmers are 
pankrupt. Without in the sightest de- 
gree trying to cover up any of the evils 
of agricultural depression, it enters a 
solemn protest against the great wrong 
that has been done the farmers by the 
irrepressible calamity-howler. It sol- 
emnly maintains that the farmer's 
whole history demonstratés his desire

SOUTHERN 


Forests and Floods. 

The Times has already expressed 
the hope that the farmers ofthis sec- 
tion, who are so much interested in 
the question of the preservation of 
mountain forests, which exercise s0 
much influence on the water supply, 
would interest themselves in secur- 
ing the passage of laws that wiil 
offer adequate protection to the moun- 
tain forests in this State. The fol 
lowing. article from that consefva- 
tive publication Garden and Forest 


of New York, is interesting in this 
connection: 


“In. the first number of Garden 
ani Forest, published nearly nine 
years ago, there appeared an article 
by Francis Parkman on the forests 
of the White Mountafhs. He showed 
that these-mountains owed the greater 
part of their charm to the primeval 
forests that still covered them, and 
that they brought to the State of 
New Hampshire a sure and abundant 
income by attracting tourists and their 
money. He added that if the specula- 
tors who had their eyes on these for- 
est lands were permitted to work 
their will the State would find its 
most remunerative property sadly les- 
-‘sened-in value;and that the moun- 
tains, when robbed of the woods, would 
become; like some parts of the Pyre- 


quented. He added that the preserva- 
tion of these woods would save the 
streams which flow from them, espe- 
clally the Pemigewasset, the main 
source of. the. Merrimac, from the al- 
ternate droughts and freshets to which 
all streams are exposed when the 
mountains in which they take their 
rise are denuded of their forests. The 
final sentence of his article was: “This 
subject is one of the last importance 
to the mill-owners along these rivers.’ 
“During the present month, at the 
annual meeting of the Amoskeag Man- 
ufacturing Company, in Manchester, N. 
H.,. the report of Hon. T. Jefferson 
Coolidge, the treasurer, was read. He 
spoke of the ruin caused by a flood 
in April, 1895, when the water rose 
to a height never known in the Mer- 
rimac River before,that day. The wa- 
ter ran ten feet deep over the great 
dam, which was so seriously injured 
that it took all summer to repair it 
and replace the granite blocks and 
columns .under the gate-house. But 
for these ,repairs the entire dams and 
the. gate-house would probably have 
been swept.away by the torrent which 
rushed over it on the 2d of March. 
1896, when the water rose a foot and 
a half higher than it did in the pre- 
vious spring, carrying away bridges 
and compelling the factories to stop 
work and leaving 6000 operatives with- 
out emnloyment. Mr. Coolidge added 
that the only explanation, in his 
judgement, for the increasing violence 
of these floods was the cutting down 
of the forest about the headwaters of 
the Pemigewasset and other affluents 
of the Merrimac. The result has thus 
emphasized the warning to mill-own- 
ers sounded by Mr. Parkman and 
‘other ‘forwardlooking men years ago. 
“Of course, there is a great deal of 
misinformation published every year in 
reeard to -the influence of forsts on 
rainfall, but no fact in physical science 
is better established than that the cut- 
ting away of timber on high mountains 
and their slopes is the cause of great 


fall and melting snows are hurried 
away more swiftly from highlands on 
which there is no forest cover, and so 
the high water becomes an inundation 
and a ealamity. while the extreme low 
water which follows is almost as*much 
of a calamity. This is not a matter of 
theory, although the reasons are evi- 
dent and have been frequently stated 
in these columns and elsewhere. It is 
the experience of the Old World which 
is being repeated in the New, and dis- 
asters of this sort will be more frequent 
and more. lamentable unless the safe- 
guards which nature has furnished are 
respected and preserved. Mr. Coolidge 
did not state the case too strongly 
when he said that if the present prac- 
tices are continued, manufacturing by 
water power of the Merrimac will be- 
come impossible in New Hampshire. 
No. new mills will:‘be put up, the old 
ones will be driven to the use of steam, 
‘and, therefore, they will be put to a 
great disadvantage in competition with 
other cities where coal does not need 
to be transported so far. Certainly the 
situation justifies Mr. Coolidge’s ear- 
nest appeal to everv one who has the 
prosperity of New Hampshire at heart 
to exert his utmost influence to induce 
the Legislature of that State to protect 
the forests which still remain. . 

“It is unpleasant to be constantly 
sounding alarms and predicting calam- 
ities. No gift of prophecy is needed to 
foretell the ruin which will follow if 
the devastation of the forests of the 
Appalachian region from Quebec to 
Alabama goes on for the next twenty- 
five years as it has done. And who can 
estimate the desolation which will en- 
sue if the floods are let loose from the 
still loftier ranges which feed the 
Columbia, the Sacramento and the San 
Joaquin, or who can imagine the ex- 
tent of the inland sea that will ro} 
over the Mississippi Valley when the 
water barriers are removed from the 
eastern slopes of the great Continental 
Divide and the sources of that im- 
mense water system in the central. 
North? Common prudence ought to 
arouse the Legislatures of the various: 
States:and of the nation to face this 
problem now, which is of moze vital 
importance to the life of the republic 
than any question of tariff or of cur- 
_rency.”’ 


Farmers Should Study Markets. 

Unfortunately for the farming com- 
‘munity of the United States, the great 
rise in the value of wheat has not 
benefited them so much as might have 
been expected and hoped. Much of 
the wheat of the country had passed 
out of their possession before the rise, 
On this subject, the United States In- 


vestor recently’ had the 
truthful remarks: — 


“The surprising thing to us 

more of our farmers were not 
arrive at thé same conclusion. We have 
here an illustration of the kind of 
skill needed to make @ successful agri- 
culturist today. Speaking not long 
since of the American farmer, we said: 
‘His gain and loss are dependent. to 
a very great extent, upon events in 
remote quarters of the world. Conse- 
quently the farmer who in these days 
of intense competition, expects to make 
any mcney has got to be a person of 
no light caliber.’ If mere onlookers 
could six months ago satisfy them- 
selves that the fail season would, in 
all probability, bring higher prices 
the erdinary agriculturist should have 
beefi alive to the possibilities of the 
situation. .

THE WORLD'S WEALTH. In an 
article entitled ‘“‘Are the Poor Poorer?” 
the Los Angeles Commercial Bulletin 
tomorrow will say:

It is conceded that 
there are men in the country today far 
richer than ever before, while of 
course the extremely poor are just as 
poor as ever—no more, no less. It is 
conceded that the number of poor is 
larger year by year, and this will con- 
tinue to be the rule in snite of a'l legis- 
lation and of all other mears of 
amelioration. The admission of. paupcr 
immigrants, aided out of their own 
countries because of their worthiess- 
ness if not on account of their harm- 
fulness, is one of the most prolific, and 
one that could be and -.ought to be 
stopped.”

A partial 
record of the number of men given employ- 
ment in industrial lines since November 6 
shows an aggregate of nearly thirty thousand.

PASADENA, Nov. 13.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) An election on the ques- 
tion of disincorporation was held in 
South Pasadena today (Friday) and 
the interest in the matter was 6&0 
general that the vote was but two less 
than the vote, at the general election. 
The registration of the town is 226, 
and 198 votes were cast. Disincorpora- 


| tion was defeated by a vote of 136 


against to 60 in favor of the plan. This 
is considered a victory for the progres- 
sive, go-ahead element, and South 
Pasadena will go on her way cityward 
hopeful and rejoicing. 
RIVAL FOR THE ELECTRIC ROAD. 
It is stated upon good author- 
ity that acompany stands ready 
to build an electric road over that por- 
tion of the city included in the fran- 
chise of the Pasadena and Pacific 
electric road, and continue it into Los 
Angeles. Under those conditions, unless 
the electric company will agree to pay 


. into the city treasury a proportion of 


its earnings, to be applied to the street 
fund, and thus relieve the taxpayers in 
that degree, there is a sentiment that 
they should not be granted an exten- 
sion of time. Throughout the hard 
times the road has made large earnings, 
and it is claimed by those in @ position 
to know that it has been abundantly 
able to carry out the terms of its 
franchise and build its road, Tre peo- 
ple of the northeastern part of town 
feel that they shculd have transit fa- 
cilities, and that the. City Council 
should aid them in securing them, and 
not permit the electric company to use 
its own pleasure in complying #vith the 
terms of its franchise, meanwhile Keep- 
ing out those competitors who would 
build the road and accommodate the 
people. The Council.will be asked, in 
a few weeks, to extend the franchise, 
and it is said that unless a protest is 
made, that body will permit the com- 
pany a year’s time to electrize its road. 
INTERESTING TO THE GIRLS. 
Pasadena’s latest club is a *‘Mutual 
Marriage Association,’’ composed of a 
number of young men who pay @ yearly 
fee of $10, which is to be applied to 
fitting out one of their number each 
year for matrimony. The announcement 
of the association has caused quite a 
flurry among the “bachelor’ maids” 
here, and it is stated that there are 
already plans for a similar organization 
among them. The fact that only one 
-of the young men is supposed to launch 
into the matrimonial sea yearly is 
rather disheartening to the girls, as 
the list is composed of some of the 
most eligible young men in town. It is 
darkly suspected that the new asso- 
elation is a sort of “union,” and has 
been formed for protection against the 
wiles of the fair sex. 
A VBPRSATILE SWINDLER.

REMARKABLE GROWTH OF THE 
CELERY INDUSTRY. 


Tramps Break .into the Richelieu 
Hotel but Do not Get Many Vala- 
ables—A Watch-chain Thief in 
Santa Ana. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 13.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) There is no industry 
in Southern California as young as 
that of celery. culture that has 
sumed such flattering proportions 4s 


Only about four years ago D. E. 
Smeltzer of Kansas City came out to 
this State and, hearing of the wonder- 
ful peat lands, soon found his way out 
to them. He obtained some of the 
land and began to prepare it for 
planting celery. Then there were no 
drainage ditches in that part of the 
county and in many places in the peat 
land a man could scarcely keep above 
ground, it was so marshy, and horses 
could not be used at all. It was neces- 
sary therefore, to cultivate the ground 
with hoes, and men were employed for 
that purpose. In after years the 
ground was cultivated by teams, but 
then and now horses have to wear 


large, flat, wooden’ shoes, on the 
worst of the land, to keep from 
swamping. 


Mr. Smeltzer made an unqualified 
failure of his experiment the first year, 
sinking about $4000 in his venture, but 
not daunted by the loss, he went 
ahead. Profiting by the experience he 
had had, he planted more heavily than 
ever, with the result that his profit the 
next year was more than his loss the 
year before. From that time on the 
celery industry has been booming. 

From a few acres planted the first 
year, the acreage has grown to about 
300, and it is expected that fully 400 
acres will be planted next year. 

The fields are a very pretty sight at 
the present time as the harvesting 
has just begun. Long rows of the 
bunchy tops are so close together 
that it is impossible to peer through 
them and@ their fragrance is excelled 
only by the orange blossom. 

The crop is planted from the middle 
of June to the middle of September 
and the harvest begun now will last 
until after the holidays. The plants 
are set in a trench only about six 
inches apart, and the labor is per- 
formed by men on bended knees. 
From that time the cultivation of the 
product is looked after with great. 
care and about ten days before the 
crop is to be harvested the product is 
banked either with dirt or boards, or 
both, so that it may bleach. Then it 
is cut and bunched in dozen bunches, 
when it is ready for the market. 

It is estimated that it costs $100 per 
acre to produce the crop and get .,it 
on board the cars for ‘transportation 
east. The amount of land adapted, to 
celery culture is limited and of course 
is reckoned as very valuable. The 
best of it sells for $200 per acre and 
it is scarce at that. It rents for $20 
per acre per year. 

The output this year will be about 
250 carloads and its value is at least 
$100,000. There are at-the present 
time several men of means interested 
-in the cultivation of. this product, but 
|Mr.-Smeltzer_ is the pioneer and to him 
belongs the honor of demonstrating 
what could be done in developing the 
industry. Other prominent srowers 
are A. D. Barling and J. B. Morrison.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY 


HIGH DEGREE OF EFFICIENCY IN 
THE CITY SCHOOLS, 


An Excellent Corps of Instructors 
and Systematic Arrangement of 
Studies—Rapid Increase in the 
Number of Pupilse—Some New 
Features. 


SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 13.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) Four years ago 
there were but five Santa Barbara’ 
students attending the universities and 
higher places of learning. Now there. 
are forty, and next year will show a 
corresponding if not a greater increase. 
Four years ago there were but 0 pu- 
Pils in the High School, and now there 
are 207 enrolled. The total attendance 
at public schools has increased over 200 
during the period mentioned, while the 
increase in population has been practi- 
cally nothing. 


This is indeed a remarkable showing, 
but the cause is not hard to find. There 
are forty-four professors, teacners and 
assistants in the public echvols of this 
city, all of whom have been chosen 
with a view to their adaptability to the 
work in hand, and many are graduates 
of the leading centers of learning, both 
‘at home and abroad, and have nad ex- 
tensive practical experience. Prof. C. 
Y. Roop, principal of the High School | 
and Superintendent of the Schools. has 
a reputation as an organizer that is 
seldom equaled, and one of the secre:s 
of his success is his ability to surround 
himself with capable assistants. His 
foundation plan has always been to es- 
tablish a school to suit local require- 
ments, for the benefit of the pupils 
themselves. Every pupil in attendance 
finds something heing done expressly 
for his or her benefit, and this is an 
incentive. A spirit of emulation perme- 
ates the school atmosphere. There are 
fully as many boys as girls in the 
higher grades, which is also a remark 
able showing, when compared with 
schools similar in number. 

There are six teachers fn the high 
schools, and in the four ward schools 
embracing the elementary department. 
there are twenty-six teachers, There is 
one teacher for the ungraded depart- 
ment, two for the Sloyd, and three 
teachers and six assistants In the pub- 
lic kindergarten. 

The kindergarten has only this year 
been made a part of the public school 
system and, as the teachers put it, it 
has come to stay. There are already 
150 enrolled in the two kindergarten 
schools. There are six students taking 
the normal school and teaching at the 
same time, which makes it a matter 
of economy to the public, and oppor-" 
tunity to the student. There will douht- 
less be a full-fledged kindergarten de- 
partment in each ward school another 
year. Mrs. B. G. Newell, with two other 
instructresses constitute the present 
kindergarten faculty, assisted by the 
six normal students. A number of 
Others will join the normal class at 
the beginning of another term. Prof. 
Roop thinks that a bill will be passed 
et the coming session of the State Leg- 
islature making the kindergarten a 
part of the publid school course, au-

SAN PEDRO. 


Probable Steamer Line from This 
Port to Ensenada. 


SAN PEDRO, Nov. 13.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) There is a reason- 
able probability that a steamer line 
will, in the near future, be established 
between this port and Ensenada. Such 
is the statement of Collector of Cus- 
toms John T. Gaffey, who has returned 
from a visit to Lower California, While 
in Ensenada Mr. Gaffey met Col. Crewe 
Reed, who is the general manager of, 
and agent for, the International Com- 
pany of London, otherwise known as 
the Lower California Development and 
Colonization Company. He learned 
that Col. Reed had recommended to his 
company thata steamer of about three 
hundred and fifty tons be procured by 
the company for traffic between Ense- 
nada and San Pedro. The only regular 
commercial intercourse of consequence 
between Lower California and the 
United States is by the steamer Carlos 
Pacheco, which is making two trips 
per month between Ensenada and San 
Diego. This steamer is operating under 
a subsidy from the Mexican govern- 
ment, and it was because of this sub- 
sidy that. she was required for the cap- 
ture of the schooners Llano and Pe- 
king for the theft of guano, as men- 
tioned in the dispatches printed in The 
Times a few days ago. 

If a steamer be put in commission for 
this purpose as proposed it will un- 
doubtedly mean a balance of trade in 
favor of this part of the country. There 
are numerous mines being worked in 
the interior of Lower California, Mr. 
Gaffey says, of which people in South- 
ern California know very little. For 
these mining places supplies and provi- 
sions are requisite. Such articles can 
undoubtedly be laid down there move

tion as kindergarten teacher. ‘ 
+ ‘Fhe Sloyd School is even more popu- 
lar than ever. All the classes are full 
and applicants had to be turned away. 
There are 160 taking the Sloyd course 
proper; 140 in the sewing classes and 
60 taking advanced cooking. A volun- 
tary class of twenty gris is taking the 
Sloyd course as an experiment. and 
so far the girls are doing equally as 
well as the boys. The Sloyd is intended 
for the sixth, seventh and eighi'‘h- 
year grades of boys, while the sixth 
and seventh-grade girls take sewing, 
and the eighth grade cooking. The 
manual-training idea will doubtless be 
incorporated into the High School 
course eventually. 

A most interesting department of the 
ecthhools and one that deserves more 
than a passing notice is what is called 
the “ungraded” school, and is presided 
over by Prof. E. E. Dana. It is com- 
posed of the off grades and there are 
twenty-eight pupils now on the poll, 
ranging from 11 to 18 years of age. That 
word “un. ed” in this case is 
stretched to include intellects that are 
bright and those that are blurred; dis- 
positions that are docile and those that 
are fractious. A boy that the grade 
teacher cannot classify, or fails to sub- 
due, is semt to the “ungraded’’ school. 
A girl who cannot keep up with the 
class, or who needs any special atten- 
tion, goes to the “ungraded.’’ Some of 
the nervous little ones in this school 
are addicted to the tobacco habit. All 
but one have signed a voluntary pledge 
to break tthe hhabit. It can be readily 
seen that this school {s, first of all, a 
great relief to the regular grades. It 
must also be acknowledged that the 
strictest discipline is an absolute ne- 
cessity. Prof. Dana thas formed the 
‘boys intoa military company, with one 
of the'r number as captain, and every 
movement made in passing to and 
from the school-room or recitation is 
in accordance with military § tactics. 
Marked improvement in all of these 
off grades is noticeable, and while 
Prof. Dana has had anything but an 
easy position to fill, he has proven him- 
self eminently fitted for the work in 
hand, and has made his services in- 
valuable as manager of this special de- 


partment. 

The overflowing condition of our 
public schools, and the many who are 
attending private institutions of learn- 
ing would indicate that our population 
of school age is unanimously striving 
for an education. Both teachers and 
pupils are enthusiastic over their work 
and the whole machine is moving along 
without a jar. Prof. Roop has signi- 
fied his disapproval of the rough-and- 
tumble rules of the football game, but 
when students come to him with the 
written comsent of parents, he at once 
removes this objections and the play 

es on. 

e County Board of Education will 
hold a teachers’ examination for one 
week, beginning on the first Monday 
in December. Students desiring teach- 
ers’ certificates will be examined and 
the board will also doubtless revise the
